The agreement contained a 
provision. that he would obey the 
provisions of the Pollee Forer 
Ordinance 1932 and any Ordin- 
ances amending or substituted for 
the same ‘and all rules, reguin- 
tions or orders made thereafter. 

There was a further ‘provision, 
withoul prejudice to statutory 
-powers, that Government ‘might 
dismiss him if he should in any 
manner misconduct himself. 

In the year [#47, the plain- 
tiff's misconduct being in ques- 
tlon, a Board of Inquiry was ap- 
pointed under disciplinary Regu- 
flons made pursuant to Sectlon 12 
vf the Police Force 1932.
